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“War Orders Prosperity” 


Although war orders have turned 
the balance of trade in favor oi the 
United States and this country is 
enjoying prosperity in spots, there is 
accumulating evidence that this sort 
of prosperity 
is of 
no permanent 
value to the people of 
the 
United 
States. 
This spotted 
character ol 
the revival of 
business 
activity i- 
shown in the latest review of busi­ 
ness conditions, issued by the Cham­ 
ber 
of Commerce 
of the 
United 
States, a non-political body. The re­ 
view says; 
“Lumber inters^ are 
everywhere 
very quiet. 
A general 
dearth 
of 
building outside of the large cities 
is having a very depressing effect on 
the sale of all building material. Coal 
mining is everywhere dull, largely 
because of slack demand iroin the 
railroads and the slow business in 
most manfaeturing. 
Slate mining in 
Pennsylvania is at a low stage be­ 
cause of lack of demand. 
Unfavor­ 
able reports 
come 
alike 
trom the 
fisheries of Oregon, VV ashington, the 
Gulf, and along the Atlantic Coasts. 
“Manfaeturing 
varies much 
ac­ 
cording to the articles made, though 
in general it is very quiet. 
Steel 
and iron business shows distinct im­ 
provement 
with increasing 
orders. 
Business of cotton and woolen mid­ 
is only fair. 
Those manfaeturers in 
different sections 
who have 
orders 
for war contracts 
are 
exceedingly 
busy. 
Furniture business in Michi­ 
gan, northern Indiana, and Chicago, 
i> alike dull. 
Paper mills are runn­ 
ing only 
three-quarters 
time. 
Ce­ 
ment factories 
and 
those 
making 
bricks and tile report only fair busi­ 
ness. 
The oil industry as a whole i- 
exceedingly dull. 
There is very lit­ 
tle demand for railroad ties." 
In general, the agricultural out­ 
look 
is good, owing 
to favorable 
weather conditions, but with man- 
faeturing at a low' level the tanners 
will have to look to Europe for their 
market. 
Victor Morawetz, one of the allies} 
economists in the United States, sce­ 
ne cause for congratulation 
on in 
the huge war orders that are pour­ 
ing into this country. 
“ It is plain 
that up to the present time the war 
in Europe has not increased m ater­ 
ial prosperity in the United States, 
he declared. 
“This is shown bv the 
widespread unemployment of labor, 
by the large falling off in the pre­ 
diction of basic raw m a te r i a ls of 
industry-—such as iron, steel, 
coal 
and lumber—and by the prevailing 
general depression of business. 
“A large foreign trade balance in 
favor of the United States will not 
of itself bring us prosperity. In the 
future as at the present time a large 
trade balance may be more than off­ 
set by a lessening of production ol 
forms of wealth that do not enter 
into foreign trade. 
In this connec­ 
tion it should not be overlooked that 
an increase of the prices of food­ 
stuffs and other products does not 
represent a gain to the people of the 
United States, except as to the small 
portion of these foodstuffs and other 
products that can be exported. 
“Most of the foodstuffs and other 
things produced by us are required 
for consumption at home, and 
any 
increase 
of their prices 
m ist be 
paid by the people 
of the 
I Bited 
Staten. 
Thus, if 20 per cent of our 
wheat crop should be exported ,a 50 
per cent increase of the price of 
wheat would represent a gain to the 
United State- of the increased price 
of only the 20 per cent of the crop. 
The profit received by our farmcr- 
from the sale of four-fifths of their 
crop at the increased price would 
have to be paid by consumers in tile 
United States, and principally by the 
laboring classes.” 


On Saturday. August ", the 
net 
balance in the general fund of tin 
Treasury was $65,744,940. a- com­ 
pared with $131,627,458 on the same 
date two years ago, under Republi­ 
can laws. The deficit for the present 
year from July I to Aug, 7 was $18,-

The s ta te board of health has sent 
out letters to all tow nship trustees 
in the sta te calling their attention 
to the law which requires them to 
see th a t all school houses are p ro ­ 
perly cleaned and disinfected before 
the opening of the next -chool term. 
The letter is as follow s: 
“ The sa n ita ry schoolhouse law of 
1911 requires the tow nship trustee to

section shall be fined in any sum of

A ttention is called in the letter to 
ano th er section of the law relating 
to the proper construction and care 
of outhouses at school houses. The 
et ter then continues as follow s:

filthy and indecent places at school 
louses throughout the state.

Watch Sanitary Conditions 


Much More Closely 


The state board of health has sent 


out letters to all\township trustees 
in the state calling their attention 
to the law which requires them to 
see that .all school.iiouses are pro- 
perly cleaned and disinfected before 
the opening of the next school term. 
The letter is "as follows: 
' 


"The sanitary school house law of 


1911 requires the township trustee to 
thoroughly clean 
and disinfect all 


school houses prior to the opening of 
school each year. This section of 
the law reads as follows: 


"All school houses shall be speci- 


ally 
cleaned and disinfected each 


year before they are used for school 
purposes. 
The cleaning shall GOUT 


sist in first sweeping.'then scrubbing 
the doors, washing the windows and 
all woodwork, including the woodeii 
parts of the seats and desks, and thfi 
disinfecting shall be done in accord- 
ance with the rules of the state 
board of health. 
Township trusts 


ees, school boards and boards of 
school commissioners who neglect or 
refuse to obey the provision of this 
section shall be flnedl in any sum of 
not less than ten nor more than one 
hundred dollars, and each said re- 
fusal or neglect shall constitute a 
separate offense." 


Attention is called in the letter to 


another section of the law relating 
to the proper construction and care 
of outhouses at school houses. The 
letter then continues as follows: 


"Many trustees have been very 


negligent in both' these matters, as 
plainly appears by'the thousands of 
filthy and indecent places at school 
houses throughout the-state. There 
is ample time to put all the school 
houses of your township 
in cleanj 


sanitary condition and to make the 
privies comply with the law, before 
the opening of school. This is a 
matter of greatest importance 
to 


the efficiency of your schools and to 
the proper protection of your child- 
ren. The law requires it, the people 
of your township demand it shall be 
done, and the state board of health 
will not fail to.enforce the law. The 
state board qf health will be pleased 
to give you ' any assistance or in- 
formation possible." 


The state board of health has .also, 


called attention to the fact that un- 
der the, new law designating the 
first Friday in October each year as 
'^Disease Prevention Day'," the day 
this year will fall on Friday, October 
1. The state board urges all cities 
and towns to observe the day with 
big.demonstrations, parades and the 
like, in order to instill, in the minds 
of the people the importance of the 
day.
